THE devastated parents of 
a Haverhill man who 
drowned while swimming 
on holiday have spoken of 
their grief. 

Pub chef Mark Porter, 29, 
drowned along with Michelle 
Clydesdale, 24, after they 
met on a night out on holi¬ 
day in the Spanish resort of 
Salou. 

The pair went into the sea for a 
midnight swim but after being 
reportedly struck by “freak waves” 
and battered against rocks, both 
were washed up dead at 2.30am 
yesterday morning. 

Bill Porter, 55, and his wife Polly, 
55, were told their only son had 
died by his best friend who had 
tried in vain to pull him from the 
water. 

Administrator Polly, who lives 
with her husband in Haverhill, 
answered a phone call from Mark’s 
housemate and best friend, Lewis 
Rice, 24, at 3.30am. 

She said: “His best friend rang me 
and I immediately knew something 
was wrong. 

“He couldn’t speak on the other 
end of the phone and all he said 
was ‘I can’t tell you, I can’t say the 
words’. 

“He told me Mark was dead. I

broke down in tears and I just 
cannot believe he’s gone - he was 
the best son anyone could ever ask 
for. 

“He really valued his friends, he 
worked hard and he played hard. 
He was intelligent, funny and so 
loved by so many.” 

His father, logistics manager Bill, 
said his 6ft tall, 18 stone son, who 
worked at The Bell Pub in Haverhill, 
was “a real character” and a popular 
member of his pub pool team. 

He added: “He would fill a room 
with laughter and fun and he was 
also a huge Arsenal fan - football 
was his real passion.” 

Mark had been on holiday in 
Salou after flying out with three 
friends from Luton airport last 
Friday and were planning to spend 
the time relaxing on the beach and 
by the pool. 

Mark was with his life-long 
friends, factory worker Lewis, pub¬ 
lican Ian Farrant, 32, and restaurant 
manager Mark Smith, 25. 

But tragedy struck after Mark had 
gone to a local bar with his friends 
to watch Arsenal play in the 
Champions League. 


During the evening the group 
met Michelle, who is believed to be 
from Scotland, and two of her 
friends. Around lam they ventured 
into the sea for a night time swim. 

As they cooled off in the water 
they were reportedly struck by huge 
waves which eye witnesses claim 
“came from nowhere”. 

The group were left fighting for 
their lives as they were battered by 
the waves and sucked out to sea 
before being swept towards nearby 
rocks. 

Mark and Michelle, who were in 
the water up to their waists, were 
swept away despite frantic attempts 
by their friends to save them. 

Mark’s body was washed upon 
the beach a few minutes later and 
Michelle’s body was found washed 
up on nearby rocks. 

Jemma Mansfield, 22, the mother 
of Mark’s godchild, Kaci, 2, said he 
was a wonderful man and much 
loved member of the local comm¬ 
unity. 

She said: “He was a dedicated 
godfather and a wonderful friend to 
so many people.”

A n 11-year-old girl 
who was two 
years behind with 
her school work has 
caught up at top speed, 
after being diagnosed 
with dyspraxia and 
receiving the support 
she needed. 

Sophie Neale, 11, was not 
diagnosed with the condition 
until she was nine, after 
struggling to cope through all 
her early school years. Since 
Sophie was diagnosed, her 
mother Sarah has received 
great help from the 
Dyspraxia Foundation and 
formed a local group to help 
other parents cope with their 
children’s condition, often 
known as the hidden

disability. Although the group 
has 50 people on its books, 
Sarah is the only one from 
Haverhill. As part of National 
Dyspraxia Awareness Week 
she decided to try to raise 
awareness of the condition 
and encourage more local 
parents to join the group. 

Sarah said she had never 
heard of dyspraxia before 
Sophie was diagnosed and 
had put her difficulty in 
concentrating, being fidgety 
and clumsy down to 
something like ADHD. 

Sarah said: “As a parent I 
felt really isolated, I did not 
know anyone else with the 
condition or with children 


who had the condition. Then 
I came across the Dyslexia 
Foundation and found out 
about ways of supporting 
her. Since then she has got 
on really well and although 
she was two years behind 
when she was diagnosed, she 
has now caught up. 

“She has always loved 
school, but she cannot 
always read body language 
and social cues, which makes 
her seem different. 
Sometimes it makes it hard 
for her to make friends and 
keep them. 

“She had a lot of one-to- 
one sessions and extra 
tuition to help her catch up 
in maths and literacy. She has 
just started at Linton Village 
College and is doing really 
well. 


“There must be loads of 
people in Haverhill who have 
children with dyspraxia, 
there is supposed to be one 
in every class, many of them 
undiagnosed. I would really 
like to see more people from 
Haverhill at the group, as we 
can all help each other.” 

The Haverhill group meets 
at The Centre for Voluntary 
Agencies in Lower Down 
Slade, Haverhill, once a 
month from 6.30pm on 
Tuesdays, and anyone 
interested in joining can 
contact Sarah on (01440) 
708102 or 07729 1040054. 

It is open to parents from 
all over Suffolk who share 
experiences, exchange views 
and tips and generally 
support each other.

Keep your property safe as nights draw in 


POLICE are issuing advice to 
homeowners to keep their 
property safe as the evenings 
grow darker and the clocks 
go back this weekend. 

Criminals can take advan¬ 
tage of the darker evenings 
and worsening weather, but 
there are simple measures 
residents can take to protect 
their property. 

Suffolk police remind 
people to always keep doors 
and windows locked and 


keep outbuildings secure. 
Sheds and garages can also 
be protected with a battery- 
operated security alarm. 

Fix mesh or bars on the 
inside of shed or garage 
windows to deter criminals 
from breaking in. Never hide 
a spare key somewhere out¬ 
side the property, a burglar 
will know where to look. 

Keep vehicles in secure 
garages where available, or 
parked in a well-lit area. 


Security mark valuables 
with your postcode and 
house number and take 
photos of any valuable items. 

Move equipment like bar¬ 
becues and lawnmowers out 
of your garden and into a 
secure shed or garage. 

You can register with a free 
database called Immobilise 
at www.immobilise.com 
This national system is 
used by most police forces, 
including Suffolk - all you 


need to do is enter the serial 
number of your phone, 
computer, MP3 player, bike 
or anything else with such a 
code, and update the system 
if it is lost or stolen. 

If the police seize stolen 
property, or an item is found, 
officers can search the 
database to find the owner. 

Consider installing sec¬ 
urity lights to deter thieves - 
ones which react to failing 
natural light are recom¬ 


mended. Lights and radios 
inside houses can also be 
placed on a timer, to come 
on when the house is empty 
to give the impression that 
someone is at home. 

Any suspicious activity 
should be reported to police 
on (01473) 613500 or 999 if a 
crime is in progress.

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Service 
appeal 
to check 
alarms 


SUFFOLK Fire and 
Rescue Service is 
urging people to 
check their smoke 
alarms as they turn 
their clocks back this 
weekend. 

Assistant chief fire 
officer (ACFO) Gary 
Phillips said: “It’s 
important that 
people check their 
smoke alarms reg¬ 
ularly and there’s no 
better time to do it 
than now. 

“Smoke alarms act 
as an early warning 
sign and, in recent 
months in Suffolk, 
many have helped to 
save lives.” 

The service ad¬ 
vises people to check 
their alarms each 
week by pressing the 
button. The battery 
should be replaced 
once a year, unless 
it’s a 10-year alarm, 
vacuum and wipe 
the alarm casing 
twice a year to en¬ 
sure dust isn’t block¬ 
ing the sensor and 
never remove the 
battery to use it for 
other purposes. 

ACFO Phillips 
said: “We know that 
smoke alarms save 
lives. They can give 
you and your family 
the necessary warn¬ 
ing to get out in the 
early stages of a fire, 
which should in turn 
allow us to get to you 
more quickly.” 

The fire service 
carries out free home 
fire safety checks 
where they fit a free 
smoke alarm as part 
of the process. They 
also provide fire safe¬ 
ty advice and help to 
identify fire risks 
within a home.

Owners sought after 
dog bites girl on face

AN angry mum 
whose 6-year-old 
daughter was bitten 
on the face by a dog 
in a playground is 
urging people to 
help police trace its 
owners. 

Chanelle Peters was in 
the playground close to 
her home in Colbeck 
Road on the Meadow- 
lands estate, Haverhill, 
with brother Connor, 9, 
and sister Angelica, 8, 
when a couple came by 
with a golden spaniel- 
type dog. 

The children asked if 
they could stroke the dog 
and were told they could 
and that his name was 
lake. The dog then bit 
Chanelle on the face and 
the children ran home. 

Sharon Peters said she 
had been horrified when 
she saw her daughter 
covered in blood with a 
cut just underneath her 
eye. 

Chanelle was taken to 
the town’s walk-in clinic, 
where a triangular cut 
just underneath her eye 
was glued and another 
bite on her arm was 
treated. 

Mrs Peters said: “They 
went down there to play 
in the little baby play¬ 
ground which is only two 
seconds away from the 
house. 

“They all came runn¬ 
ing home and she was 
covered in blood, all over 
her new coat. The other 
two were really worried, 
they thought she would 
have to go to hospital. 

“I was more annoyed 
than anything that the 
dog owners did not bring 
her home. You would

have thought if your dog 
has just bitten a little girl, 
you would take her 
straight home. 

“She has always been 
taught not to stroke a dog 
without asking first and 
they had said ‘yes, she 
could’ and that its name 
was Jake. 

“Then they just stood 
there after the dog had 
bitten her and as the 
children ran home they 
went off on their own 
way. 

“It could have been a 
lot worse, she could have 
lost her eye. She is all 
right now, but it did really 
frighten her. She loves 
dogs and has always 
been really gentle with 
animals, but this has put 
her off a bit.” 


Police are appealing for 
information about the 
incident which happened 
at Hales Barn Road bet¬ 
ween 9.45am and 9.50am 
on Saturday. 

They have issued des¬ 
criptions of the couple 
involved. The man was 
white, with dark spiked 
hair and the woman had 
shoulder-length blonde 
hair.

Anger over ‘lenient’ sentence 


A GRIEVING father has 
hit out at a “lenient” sent¬ 
ence given to the woman 
who killed his son in a 
head-on crash. 

Carey Oxborrow, 29, 
was jailed for 18 months 
at the Old Bailey, in 
London, last week after 
she “inexplicably” drove 
her car on the wrong side 
of the AJ307, near Linton, 
before smashing into a 
Nissan Micra driven by 
Dale Roberts. 

The 47-year-old father- 
of-four, from Brampton, 
died at the scene in front 


of his I6-year-old son 
Dale, who escaped with 
minor injuries. 

Oxborrow, who has 
suffered from schizo¬ 
phrenia for 12 years, has 
been unable to remem¬ 
ber or refused to say why 
she drove so erratically 
on June 21 last year. 

She admitted causing 
death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing and will be released in 
just nine months after 
serving half her 18- 
month term. She was also 
banned from driving for 
three years 


Speaking outside the 
court, the victim’s father, 
Ernest Roberts, 74, said: 
“Someone can get 16 
months in prison for 
flouting health and safety 
orders, yet someone can 
get a sentence like this for 
killing someone. 

“In three years she can 
drive again and get on 
with her life. We have got 
to live with this for the 
rest of our lives.” 

The court heard Ox¬ 
borrow had pulled in to a 
designated filter lane to 
turn right as she travelled 


eastbound, but did not 
take the bend. Instead, 
she continued into on¬ 
coming traffic at 50mph 
for 130 metres, making 
no attempt to brake as 
she smashed into Mr 
Roberts’ vehicle. 

Sentencing her, Mr 
Justice Bean QC said: “His 
death is a tragedy for all 
of his family, four gen¬ 
erations of them, esp¬ 
ecially his teenage son.” 

He added: “This is a 
case of loss of concent¬ 
ration by a driver with 
tragic consequences.”

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PART of Haverhill town 
centre should be bulldozed 
and redeveloped to 
improve the variety of 
shops on offer, according to 
a business chief. 

Richard Herbert, chairman of 
Haverhill Enterprise, was speaking 
at the opening of the group’s sixth 
business exhibition held at the 
town’s refurbished leisure centre 
on Friday and Saturday. 

Stephen Robertson, director 
general of the British Retail 
Consortium, opened the exhib¬ 
ition, which had a record number 
of 50 stands from local firms. 

Mr Herbert said although 
Haverhill had continued to 
expand despite the recession, with 
new developments such as the 
cinema complex, opening of the 
Tesco store and Iceland, as well as 
the £5 million refit at the leisure 
centre, its retail offer was still quite 
limited. 

He said: “We have a significant 
imbalance in retail, we don’t have 
the variety that we need. There are 
plenty of food shops, but we don’t 


have enough retailers in some of 
the critical areas like men’s clothes 
and furniture. 

“We would like to see Queens 
Square and the north side of 
Queen Street bulldozed. I would 
just encourage, from a business 
point of view, someone to get hold 
of it.” 

Mr Robertson said one in ten 
jobs across the country was in the 
retail industry, but in Haverhill the 
figure was only about half this. He 
had been presented with a list by 
town centre manager Tina Hanks 
of stores she would like to see in 


Haverhill, including Marks and 
Spencer and Next. 

He said: “I have asked store 
managers how they feel about 
Haverhill and found unanimously 
that they were full of confidence 
about growth and employment 
prospects for the future. 

“Town centres across the 
country are suffering, but in 
Haverhill your town centre is 
clearly becoming a nexus to bring 
people into it to spend their 
money. I will work hard to make 
sure you have the right shops in 
future.”

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Residents angered 
by wall vandalism

ELDERLY residents got a 
rude awakening when 
vandals wrecked a wall 
outside their home. 

Large concrete blocks had 
been pushed off the entire 
length of the wall outside the 
Place Court home for the elderly 
in Camps Road, Haverhill, in the 
early hours of Sunday. 

Eileen Sizer, a team leader at 
the home which has 31 beds, 
said a number of them were 
woken up by the noise. 

She said: “When we came into 
work we saw the damage. The 
heavy blocks were all on the 
pavement and had to be moved. 
Several of the residents were 
woken by the noise and it must 
have been quite frightening for 
them. 

“There is just no respect for 
anything any more. It is such a 
shame because we are in such a 
lovely location here.” 

Charles Lloyd, 94, said: “I 
heard a lot of noise and I was 
not going to get out of bed, but I 
did call the carer. I don’t sleep 
very well anyway, so I could do 
without things like this. The 
trouble is they get away with it.” 

Wheelchair-bound grand¬ 
father Mick Marsh, 75, said: “I 
was woken up by a lot of shout¬ 
ing and I thought it was just yobs 



going home from the pub. 

“I did not know what was 
happening and I could not be¬ 
lieve they managed to do so 
much damage without any noise 
- all I heard was shouting. I just 
cannot understand them. We 
might have gone out and got 
drunk, but we did not damage 
anything or anybody.” 

Beryl Keep, who helps run the 
nearby Red Cross Centre, said 
residents were very upset by the 
damage caused. 

“Some of the residents were 
woken up at about 2am by the 
noise. It looks absolutely dread¬ 
ful. The huge concrete boulders 
have been pushed on to the 
pavement along the whole

length of the wall. We had our 
wall done at the Red Cross and it 
cost us £1,000. It is absolutely 
disgusting to do something like 
that outside a home for the 
elderly.” 

A spokesman for the police 
confirmed that damage was 
caused to the wall at the front of 
the property at around 1.30am 
on Sunday, with 10-20ft of 
coping stones pushed off the top 
onto the pavement. 

A group of males were seen to 
run from the scene across the 
recreation ground.

Rubbish challenge for 
street in recycling trial 


A HAVERHILL street may be 
chosen to take part in a trial 
where residents will be given 
twice as many recycling bins 
to try to cut rubbish by half. 

DEFRA and Business 
Resources Efficiency and 
Waste (BREW) have awarded 
the Suffolk Waste Partnership 
a £10,000 grant for a waste 
reduction scheme. 

Each of the seven Suffolk 
districts and boroughs will 
select a street, including 
homes, businesses, and 
schools, and challenge the 
occupants to reduce their 
waste by half. 

Cllr Roy Barker, spokesman

He added: “We know the 
public are frustrated by 
unnecessary packaging and 
giving them an opportunity to 
think about ways to avoid 
waste is a great initiative.”

Hospital and Chris Bown, chief executive of 
West Suffolk Hospital, set out a vision for 
their hospitals. 

John Such, chief operating officer at 
Suffolk Community Healthcare, set out the 
work of care for people closer to home while 
Andrea Hill, chief executive of Suffolk 
County Council, added her voice to inform 
delegates of the challenges ahead. 

A partnership approach to healthcare 
across the county has already seen good 
results, according to NHS Suffolk.

insulation 


A COUNCIL is offering residents the chance 
to stay warm and save on fuel bills this 
winter. 

Thousands of households in St Ed- 
mundsbury could benefit from an Eastern 
Carbon Reduction Initiative programme 
offering financial help to make sure homes 
are properly insulated. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council has 
been chosen to launch a regional scheme 
offering fixed-cost insulation, which 
coincides with Energy Saving Week. 

Loft insulation costs £149, which in an un¬ 
insulated loft could be saved in energy bills 
within a year. Upgrading from a four-inch 
layer to a full 12 inches could save £75 a year. 
The fixed cost of cavity wall insulation is also 
£149, which could save around £115 a year 
on fuel costs. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, council cabinet 
member for environment, said: “With fuel 
bills predicted to rise sharply in the future, 
there are still households paying more than 
they need to for energy wasted through poor 
insulation, and I strongly recommend this 
scheme to them. 

“Although there are many schemes to help 
with insulating homes, we estimate that we 
still have thousands of properties that need 
to be brought up to standard. 

“There are all kinds of reasons for this. It 
may be that a young family is renovating a 
property or that established homeowners 
haven’t been up in the loft for years and just 
don’t know. 

“There are even roof spaces that have no 
loft access. This programme will underpin all 
the other schemes available, as a ‘catch-all’ 
so that no-one who needs help falls through 
the net.” 

The programme is being run through a 
region wide consortium of councils and 
contractors and is funded through a 
Government initiative.

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Nicola ‘my ray of sunshine’ 
died of a heart attack at 20

R eaching out 

to hold her 
daughter’s 
hand, Julie Emmer¬ 
son sat silently at her 
bedside. 

Lying there, her blonde 
hair spread out on the 
pillow, Nicola looked for 
all the world as if she was 
asleep. But, aged just 20, 
her heart had suddenly - 
and inexplicably- 
stopped beating: Nicola 
was dead. 

“She was so still, but still 
so warm,” remembers 
Julie, tears welling in her 
eyes. “I knew what had 
happened, but I didn’t 
want it to be the truth... 
And I knew I had to leave 
her but I didn’t want to. I 
just wanted to pick her up 
and take her home. 

“My son was saying 
‘Wake up, Nicola. Come 
on, wake up’ it was heart¬ 
rending. She was a real ray 
of sunshine: when she 
died, our whole world 
clouded over - even now, 
those clouds are still 
there.” Looking round the 
sitting room of her 
Royston home, Julie points 
out a whole gallery of 
family photos. Many of 
them contain Nicola’s 
smiling face. 

“She’ll always be with 
us,” adds Julie. “I hate it 
when people say ‘It’s time 
to move on’. As far as I’m 
concerned, to move on 
you have to leave

something behind - and 
I’d never leave her behind, 
never.” 

Nicola died in January 
2007. Out clubbing with 
her girlfriends, to 
celebrate her 20th 
birthday, she suddenly 
collapsed. 

Tests later showed 
Nicola had died instantly, 
and was dead before she 
hit the dance floor. A post¬ 
mortem found Nicola had 
suffered a sudden cardiac 
death. Shockingly, 12 
young people in the UK 
are lost to sudden cardiac 
death each and every 
week. And, at the 
moment, doctors don’t 
know why. 

“We’ve still got 
questions that need 
answering,” admits Julie. 
“It’s horrible not having a 
reason...” 

Describing her eldest 
daughter as “very lively, 
always the centre of 
attention”, Julie says 
Nicola had, ironically, 
suffered heart problems as 
a tiny baby. “She was a 
healthy 81b loz and she 
wasn’t sickly,” remembers 
Julie, who also has two 
other children, Daniel, 23, 
and Charlotte, 14. “But my 
mother’s instinct told me 
something wasn’t right. It 
turned out she had a very, 
very fast and irregular 


heartbeat.” 

Rushed into hospital, 
doctors said baby Nicola 
was in a critical condition. 
“They said we had to be 
prepared, they wanted to 
give her the last rites,” 
remembers Julie, with a 
shudder. But, with the aid 
of a defibrillator, the 
medics managed to 
restore a normal 
heartbeat. 

They diagnosed Nicola 
with Wolff-Parkinson- 
White, a rare heart 
syndrome. After taking 
medication for two years, 


she recovered - and went 
on to live a full and 
healthy life. 

“Ironically, after she 
died, they tested her heart 
and found out she’d never 
had the syndrome at all,” 
adds Julie. “So that had 
nothing to do with her 
death.” 

A former pupil at both 
Meridian and Greneway 
schools in Royston, Nicola 
went on to work for the 
town’s famous chocolate 
company, Hotel Chocolat, 
for five years, up until her 
death. 


“She loved a party and 
was always socialising,” 
adds Julie. “On the night 
she died she’d booked a 
minibus to take her and 
her friends to a club in 
Watford. She’d even 
chosen the music they 
were going to listen to on 
the way. All the girls came 
here to get ready. I can still 
remember her walking in 
here, all dressed up. When 
she turned round she’d got 
her dress tucked into her 
knickers! We were all 
joking with her about that. 

“When she left Nicola 


was on a real high. I said 
‘Have a great time. Love 
you’ and she said ‘Love 
you, Mum’. That was the 
last thing she ever said to 
me.” 

Julie’s husband, Steve, a 
driver for Sainsbury’s, then 
left to start a night shift. 

A funeral director, Julie 
herself was on call: during 
the evening, she was 
called out to two deaths. “I 
can remember coming in 
and saying to Charlotte, 
Daniel and his girlfriend 
‘That’s it, I don’t want to 
have to go out again 
tonight’ - next thing there 
were two policemen at the 
door, telling me Nicola 
had collapsed’,” she 
recounts. 

“At that stage I didn’t 
realise the urgency... 
Nicola’s boyfriend had 
given her a teddy bear for 
Christmas and I 
remember grabbing that, 
thinking that she’d want 
something to cuddle in 
hospital.” 

Daniel went with his 
mum to Watford and Steve 
went straight to the 
hospital from work. “We 
got there and they asked 
us into a little room,” 
continues Julie, closing 
her eyes. “I knew then... 
Nicola’s mates said they 
knew she had gone 
because they could hear 
me screaming - and they 
were standing outside the 
hospital.” 

The accident and 


emergency team had 
spent an hour trying to 
resuscitate Nicola, to no 
avail. Taken to see her 
body, Julie says she spent 
more than two hours at 
her bedside, unable to tear 
herself away. 

“We’ve since been told 
she was dead before she 
even hit the floor,” says 
Julie. “Later on I’m sure 
we’ll take comfort from 
that. Nicola wasn’t even 
aware: as far as she was 
concerned, she was out 
with her friends and 
having an absolute ball.” 

Forced to say goodbye, 
Julie, Steve and Daniel 
returned home - to break 
the news to Charlotte. 

“She was only 11,” Julie 
explains, tearful at the 
memory. 

“She said ‘How’s 
Nicola?’ and I had to say 
‘She’s not coming home. 
She died’... Her little 
face... ” Because Julie was 
a funeral director at the 
time, she immediately 
started planning “the 
send-off Nicola deserved”. 

“Because of my job, it 
was something we’d talked 
about,” she adds. “Nicola 
said she wanted a white 
coffin with silver swirls 
and horses. She even told 
me the music she wanted 
played-including 
Aerosmith’s I Don’tWanna 
Miss A Thing. She wasn’t 
here long enough to have 
the wedding of her 
dreams, so I wanted her to 
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Lively: Nicola was “always the centre of attention”, says Julie. 


have the best send-off 
possible.” 

But the funeral plans 
had to be put on hold for a 
month: following a post¬ 
mortem, Nicola’s heart was 
removed for further tests. 

“It was dreadful,” 
continues Julie. “We were 
asked to go back down to 
the mortuary to visit her 
before they took her to 
another hospital. 

“They put her in a deep 
freeze and took her heart 
away. And then we just had 
to wait for the phone call, 
saying her heart was back 
with her and she was 
coming home.” 

The tests revealed 
sudden cardiac death, the 
cause of which is 
unknown. There were no 
drugs in Nicola’s system 
and only a small amount 
of alcohol - she was below 
the drink-drive limit. 

To this day, Julie says 
there is no explanation. 
When the time came, Julie 
chose to lay out Nicola’s 
body herself. 

“I wanted to do it,” she 
says. “I dressed her in the 
dress she’d bought for New 
Year’s Eve. It was strapless 
and she loved it. 

Organising the funeral was 
the last thing I could do for 
her, and I wanted it to be 
perfect.” 

The funeral took place 
on February 12 and Julie 
says the church was 
packed. Everyone was 
asked to wear something 
pink, even the men, 
because it was Nicola’s 
favourite colour, and her 
body was driven to the 
church in a glass carriage, 
drawn by a team of horses. 

In line with her wishes, 
Nicola’s coffin was white 


with silver swirls instead of 
flowers. Julie topped the 
coffin with the pink, 
glittery Stetson Nicola 
wore clubbing on the night 
she died. 

“It was a strange 
feeling,” admits Julie. 
“You’re there, but you’re 
not there, if you know what 
I mean? It’s like watching a 
movie, a very sad movie at 
that.” 

Julie admits it was 
months before she 
stopped expecting Nicola 
to just walk in the door one 
night, with “a smile or a 
sarky comment”. 

“But that was it,” she 
says. “We had this new life 
and we had to try to live it. 
“Even now, some days are 
very hard. There have been 
times when I don’t even 
want to get out of bed. But 
then you think of Nicola 
and you bounce back: if 
you were miserable or had 
the hump, she always had 
a way of getting you out of 
it - by saying or doing 
something to make you 
laugh.” 

Julie says the whole 
family was left devastated 
by Nicola’s death. 
Eventually leaving her job 
as a funeral director, 
because she found it too 
painful, Julie had 18 
months of counselling and 
admits reaching “a very 
dark place”. 

“I went through a 
horrible stage where I 
wanted to go and find her 
- and I knew the only way I 
could be with her was to 
take my own life,” she ex¬ 
plains. “I wanted to be with 
her, but I knew I needed to 
be here, that everyone here 
needed me.” 

Julie says throwing 


herself into fundraising 
gave her both a focus and a 
sense of hope. She 
discovered that a team of 
doctors, based at Papworth 
Hospital, were researching 
sudden cardiac death and 
trying to identify young 
people who might be at 
risk. 

’’They think it’s 
something to do with the 
electrics in the heart, like it 
having a short circuit,” 
explains Julie. “We want to 
help them find some 
answers - and stop other 
families going through 
what we’ve been through.” 

The Emmerson family 
have set up a charitable 
trust in Nicola’s name: by 
holding a whole series of 
fundraisers, from golf days 
and auctions to sponsored 
challenges (Julie has just 
done the Great North 
Run), they are aiming to 
raise £25,000 for Papworth. 

The trust has already 
raised £7,000 and Julie says 
she has been both touched 
and overwhelmed by 
people’s generosity. “We’re 
doing this in memory of 
Nicola: she’s at the heart of 
things, which is where she 
always wanted to be - in 
the limelight,” adds Julie, 
with a smile. 

“It’s also a focus for us, 
and it’s for a very impor¬ 
tant cause. By telling this 
story, we want to make 
people aware of sudden 
cardiac death, it’s a silent 
killer. 

“Losing a child changes 
your life: life can never be 
the same again. All you can 
do is try to make the best 
of the life you have left - 
and that’s what we’re 
doing.”

Braveheart’s beauty 
is back in Character 


C atherine McCormack shot 
to fame as Murron 
MacClannough in the 
1995 blockbuster Braveheart. 

“It was a very exciting time for me,” 
says Catherine. “I was only 23 at the 
time, so it was quite nerve-wracking. I 
only had a small part but I worked on 
the production for six months and was 
back and forward shooting for that time, 
so I learned a lot about film-making.” 

Her performance in Braveheart 
paved the way for her roles in Spy 
Game and Dangerous Beauty, but 
despite her film success she remains 
loyal to her love of the theatre and it was 
her West End debut as the lead in Anna 
Weiss; All My Sons, alongside Julie 
Walters, which won her a 2001 
Laurence Olivier Theatre Award 
nomination for Best Supporting Actress. 

She says: “If I had to choose 
between film and theatre, I think it would 
have to be theatre. But I guess if I was 
only doing theatre I’d say film or TV. So, 
actually, I think a mixture of all of them 
is best.” 

Six Characters in Search of an 
Author is her latest stage production. 
Written by Luigi Pirandello and first 
performed in 1921, the celebrated satire 
has been brought to life in Headlong 
Theatre’s radical interpretation under 
director Rupert Goold, with a talented 
cast which also includes Wycliffe star 
Jack Shepherd. 

Six strangers appear unannounced

declaring themselves fictional 
characters in search of an author. As the 
compelling narrative unfolds, their story 
is filmed and reality and fiction become 
increasingly blurred. 

“It’s a very strong play,” says 
Catherine. “I’d seen it the year before in 
the West End and I loved it. I thought it 
was an incredible production, very 
original and innovative. 

“I play the producer, and instantly 
loved the character. It’s sort of about a 
woman who’s avoided living her own 
life and in many ways telling everybody 
else’s story, being a documentary film 
maker, while avoiding dealing with the 
death of her sister.” 

As well as Shepherd, who Catherine 
describes as “a talented, charming 
man”, she appears alongside local 
actors Laurence Carolan and Josh 
Isbitsky on alternate performances. 

Six Characters in Search of an 
Author comes to Cambridge following 
the opening run at Bristol’s Old Vic, 
where following four weeks of 
rehearsals in London, the cast got to 
grips with the staging. “Technically 
there’s a lot going on around you on 
stage,” explains Catherine. “It was good 
to have the usual four weeks of 
rehearsals without all of the technical 
wizardry going on so we could follow 


the journey and understand all of the 
characters and places in the play, but 
then we had to start to work around 
that.” 

Described as “one of the most 
exciting directors of his generation” 
(Daily Telegraph) Goold is generally 
considered to have the Midas touch 
when it comes to plays and opera. 

“This is the first time I’ve met Rupert 
Goold and he’s great,” admits 
Catherine. “He’s a very busy man and 
was directing an opera at the same time 
as Six Characters ; he’s quite a brilliant 
man.” 


Catherine is unsure whether more 
theatre or perhaps another film will 
come next. 

“I’ve never been one of those actors 
that know in advance that something’s 
coming up,” she says. “So I’ll be 
footloose and fancy-free for a while 
again!”

GARDENING 


Prepare your garden 
for ‘firework display’ 


A utumn splendour is 
always the grand 
finale of the growing 
season, as leaves turn 
vibrant shades of yellow, 
orange and deep red, 
while berries provide 
further interest - and not 
just for the birds. 

So, if you are now looking out 
on a bare garden with little 
colour, think about the 
ornamentals you could plant to 
add some pizzazz to the scene 
and contrast well with each 
other. 

Autumn colour shows up best 
with a solid, dark background 
such as conifers and evergreen 
shrubs, so bear this in mind 
when planning. 

Trees should be used carefully 
so that their effect is a highlight 
rather than just a small part of a 
busy planting scheme. Green is 
still the most important colour 
in the garden and should 
therefore be the most prevalent, 
so don’t overdo it with bright- 
leafed plants or the effect will 
not be restful. 

The ornamental cherry 
(Prunus sargentii) is a wonderful 
specimen whose young leaves 
are red, turning to dark green. In 
early autumn they become 
brilliant orange-red and finally a 
deep red. The leaves don’t drop 
at the first hint of frost, but last 
longer on the tree. 

A smaller tree is the Persian 
ironwood (Parrotia persica), 
which grows to eight metres and 
whose leaves turn to a 
patchwork of orange, bright red

and purple-red in autumn, 
although it needs acid soil for 
good leaf colour. 

Combine trees and shrubs of 
different hues. 

The rich, deep reds and 
burgundies of Japanese maples 
such as Acer palmatum 
‘Bloodgood’ contrast beautifully 
with the yellowing leaves of 
silver birch, while Chinese 
lanterns (Physalis alkekengi) 
provide additional warmth with 
their bright orange, lantern¬ 
shaped fruits, ideally in a large 
shrub border in a woodland 
setting. 

Plant perennials such as 
bearded irises at the front of the 
display for structural foliage 
from spring to autumn, and for 
flower colour earlier in the year. 

If you don’t have room to add 
more plants to your borders, 
select a Japanese maple in a pot 
for warm autumn colour. 

Choose a container at least 
30cm in diameter and a 
compost comprising equal parts 
John Innes No 2 potting 
compost and a soil-less 
multipurpose compost. Add lots 
of drainage material in the base 
of the pot and top-dress the 


compost with gravel. 

Ideal specimens for a pot 
include A palmatum dissectum 
‘Garnet’, whose leaves open 
bright red and then deepen to a 
rich garnet colour. This 
deciduous acer is very slow 
growing - up to 1.8m in 10 years 
- and looks great alongside a 
pond or in an ornamental 
planter. 

Acers should be grown in 
moist but well-drained soil. The 
foliage colour is best in dappled 
shade, although full sun can be 
tolerated. 

Shrubs can also provide 
dazzling foliage tints and 
flowers. Look out for Euonymus 
alatus, the spindle bush, which 
is a world away from the 
compact, variegated evergreen 
forms we use for shady gardens 
and winter hanging baskets. 

This one is deciduous, but 
produces spectacular autumn 
colour, producing a molten 
crimson display. It is medium¬ 
sized, fitting into most gardens. 

Other good choices for 
autumn colour include Hebe 
‘Autumn Glory’, which produces 
purple bottle-brush flowers 
which can last until Christmas, 
and the oak-leafed hydrangea 
(Hydrangea quercifolia), whose 
leaves turn purple in autumn 
and hang on to the plant for 
ages. 

If you have a wall which looks 
bare in the cooler months, train 
a colourful pyracantha along it, 
such as P ‘Orange Glow’, which 
produces clusters of sizzling 
orange autumn berries and 
white spring flowers. This 
evergreen shrub has a vigorous, 
dense and spiny habit and can 
also be planted as a barrier 
hedge. Train it like a cordon, and 
in years to come it will reward 
you (and the birds) with masses 
of colourful berries. 

Other shrubs with colourful 
autumn fruits include Berberis x 
carminea ‘Pirate King’, 

Callicarpa bodinieri var giraldii 
‘Profusion’ and Cotoneaster 
salicifolius ‘Rothschildianus’. 

Autumn in the garden can 
truly be the firework display 
before the more muted tones of 
winter set in. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cotinus 

Commonly known as the smoke 
bush because of its fluffy plumes 
of pale pink flowers which 
appear above the foliage in 
summer, producing a smoke¬ 
like haze, this deciduous shrub 
is a must for the autumn garden. 

You need a fair amount of 
space as it can become the size 
of a small tree, so grow it as a 
stand-alone specimen or in a 
large shrub border in sun or 
light shade, in moist but well- 
drained, moderately fertile soil. 

Good choices include C 
‘Flame’, whose oval, light green 
leaves turn brilliant orange-red 
in autumn, and C coggygria 
‘Royal Purple’, grown for its 
purple foliage, whose leaves turn 
orange and red in autumn 
before falling.

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HYBRID-engined vehicles 
may only be a stop-gap 
solution in the search for 
totally eco-friendly 
transport, but more and 
more car makers are 
building at least one such 
drivetrain into their future 
model ranges. 

Toyota and Honda’s early 
successes with half-electric, 
half-petrol powerplants have 
shown that they make a lot of 
sense for the immediate 
future, as research on viable 
long-distance, all-electric and 
fuel-cell vehicles continues. 

Next up with a hybrid motor 
is Subaru, with the Japanese

firm set to reveal a Tourer 
Concept - pictured above - at 
the Tokyo Motor Show at the 
end of October. 

The concept adopts a 
distinct luxury tone, and the 
hybrid powerplant comes with 
all-wheel drive. 

It’s a real eye-catcher, too - 
the Subaru’s premium- 
specification cabin is accessed 
through gullwing doors, and a 
greater sense of space is 
achieved by removing the B- 
pillars, which enhances the 
view for all occupants. 

The concept’s 2.0-litre petrol 
engine is allied to two electric 
motors, powered by lithium- 
ion batteries sited at both the 
front and rear. 

In normal driving conditions 
the direct-injection petrol unit 
supplies the power, but at 
lower speeds and start-up, the 
rear electric motor drives the 


The forward electric unit, 
mainly used as a power 
generator, kicks in to assist 
performance and efficiency 
when tackling hills. 

“The Hybrid Tourer Concept 
is both technically advanced 
and stylistically enthralling - 
and it hints at future design 
direction,” enthuses Subaru 
UK’s managing director Paul 
Tunnicliffe. 

Subaru will also be showing 
other concepts at the Tokyo 
event, which runs from 
October 21-November 8, 
including an Impreza WRX 
with a distinctive carbon-fibre 
roof. 

Suzuki is also getting in on 
the hybrid act at Tokyo, 
exhibiting a Swift plug-in dual¬ 
power supermini, plus an SX4 
fuel-cell vehicle. 

The Swift is aimed at drivers 
who do around 12-15 miles 
daily, and is driven primarily 


on electric power. Its compact 
660cc engine charges the 
lithium-ion battery if capacity 
drops, and it can also be 
recharged when parked, via a 
domestic plug socket. 

Suzuki’s SX4 FCV fuel-cell 
vehicle, which needs a high- 
pressure hydrogen tank, is 
being tested on public roads in 
Japan. 

Meanwhile Infiniti, the 
luxury car division of Nissan, 
will start selling its first 
production hybrid in spring 
2011 as part of its new M range 
of performance saloons. 

Titled the M35 Hybrid, the 
rear-drive, V6-engined car will 
cut fuel consumption and C02 
emissions without, says 
Infiniti, taking anything away 
from the driving experience. 

The firm’s hybrid system 
uses just the one electric 
motor to aid the 3.5-litre petrol 
unit. 



PEUGEOT’S new 5008 
compact people carrier, a 
full seven-seater, goes on 
sale in the UK next January 
and will be priced from 
£16,895-£23,695. 

The 5008 will come in 
three trim levels: Active, 
Sport and Exclusive. All 
have the firm’s Multiflex

This system allows for a 
basic 823-litre load 
capacity, which extends to 
2,506 litres with all rear¬ 
ward seats folded down.
